IN COUNTY IS NOT CONSERVED 


Urgent Sanitary Regulation Limits- Hours 
for Sprinkling in Order to Permit 
Flushing of Sewers.

The hot, dry days have called for 
such an excessive use of water for 
sprinkling lawns, gardens and golf 
courses in St. Louis County that 
the water pressure for home use 
in the hi®h areas has been so seri- 
ously impaired as to call for a 
warning from Dr. Arthur E. Wal- 
ters, Deputy State Commissioner 
of Health, in the interest of sani- 
tation. 

Co-operating with the St. Louis 
County Water Co., Dr. Walters has 
issued a statement calling on the 
public of St. Louis County not to 
sprinkle from 3 to 9 p. m., and at 
other hours on alternate days only. 

Obedience to this request, avhich 
takes the form of an urgent sani- 
tary regulatioh, will provide ample 


water pressure in the high areas, 
especially the south end ,of the 
county, where heavy sprinkling in 
the last week has deprived homes 
of water. : 

The shortage has been felt more 
acutely in lack of water to flush 
toilets and leads from sewers. It 
is in this respect that danger to 
health lies, said Dr. Walters, and 
sprinkling should be reduced to a 
minimum in order to relieve this 
condition. 

The St. Louis County Water Co. 
is increasing facilities in the south 
end, which will increase the sup- 
ply to that area. Although the 
pressure has fallen greatly, the 
north end of the county has not 


suffered for water this year.

Senator Declares Miller, Dickey

I had recommended Charles C. 
Madison for United States District 
Attorney at Kansas City there 
would be no wet and dry issue in 
the primary campaign,”’ Senator 
George H. Willialms declared here 
last night in closing his outstate 
campaign.

“We are thirsting for power, for| democracy, Americans cannot ar-

cial and economic empire stretches 
over the Whole world, can under- 
stand and sympathize with young 
Italy’s needs to expand culturally 
and economically beyond her bor- 
| ders.”’ 

| Discussing the need for mutual 
understanding between Italy and 
the United States, the Premier said 
that the American Government re- 
sembled the Fascist State more 
than any of the liberal democratic 
governments of Europe. 

When Premier Mussolini was 
asked to state the precise meaning 
of his oft-repeated phrase, “Italy's 
undeniable colonial rights,” and 
to tell how he intends to achieve 
the fruition of them, he declared: 

“Our colonial] aspirations do not 
constitute a menace to anyone. 
Italy asks only what is indispen- 
sible to her and what it is just that 
she have. It is certain that she 
will obtain fulfillment of these de- 
sires by a‘ policy of peace and 
friendly agreements since no nation 
would want to assume the grave 
responsibility of obstructing the 
achievément of such legitimate, 
and, in reality, such unexcessive 
aspirations.” 


Italy and TU. S. Alike. 

The best way for Americans to 
understand Fascist Italy, the Pre- 
mier said, is through a compari- 
son with their own country. “Par- 
adoxical as it may seem,” he said, 
“there is a distinct resemblance 
between the development of Italy 
during the last decade and the 
United States during the eecand 
half of the nineteenth century. 

‘Despite the tremendous differ- 
ences in historical traditions and 
temperaments of the two peoples, 
there is clear parallel, for example, 
betwen your Civil War and our re- 
cent economic civil war. The doc- 
trine of states’ rights, prevalent be- 
fore your Civil War, carried to the 
extreme in the theory that the 
states had the right to secede from 
the Union, resembled the doctrine 
prevalent in Italy, before the ad- 
vent of fascism, of class self-de- 
fense and regional autonomy. 

“In the United States it was nec- 
essary to fighta frightfully destruc- 
itive war to affirm the authority 
of the Federal Government. while 
| we were able, with a comparatively 
bloodless struggle, to affirm the au- 
thority of the central statal or- 
ganism. 

“The American Government re- 
sembles the Fascist state more than 
any liberal democratic government 
of Europe. Popular sovereignty ia 
tempered by strong governmental 
authority. Universal suffrage elects 
the government but cannot inter- 
fere with its work as is unfortu- 
nately the case in European democ- 
racies. 

Where Italy Suffers. 

“Your pioneering period neces-

Italian phenomenon, intimately con- 
nected with our history, psychology 
and tradition and culminating in a 
long complicated political evolu- 
tion. Without accurate knowledge 
of sources, wthout marginalla and 
footnotes, no just analysis is pos- 
sible. 

“Foreign journalists, failing to 
take the true historical perspective, 
have been deluded into following 
erroneous clews, For example, they 
have popularized the notion that 
the origin of fascism can be found 
in the post-war period alone: that 
it is merely another of the numer- 
ous reactionary explosions directly 
due*to the World War. These are 
ridiculous blind alleys. Fascism is 
the expression of the political 
genius of our people, binding to- 
gether in ideal form the Latin 
state lessons and traditions of two 
millenniums of histery. The war 
awoke our soul from lethargy. It 
helped, but did not cause the birth 
of fascism. 

“Ours is the first successful ef- 
fort to create Italian national 
unity. It has already achieved 
the moral rehabilitation of our 
people. It will give them prosper- 
ity. It has cut a way through 
gross apathy. For the first time in 
our history it has really fired the 
flames of patriotism. Our people 
no lofgerjare Socialists, Liberals, 
Nationalists or Genoese, Neapoli- 
tans or Milanese. They are Ital- 
lans, With pride in themselves and 
their couptry, self-respect and seif- 
contidengy 

“Italy had imposed upon her by 
false friends the idea that she was 
weak and doomed to permanent 
debility; that subjection to the in- 
sults of foreigners was a fatal ne- 
cessity. She had bad doctors, car- 
ing more for fees than for the 
health of the patient. For genera- 
tions these scoundrels kept dor- 
mant the will power of our people, 
allowing them to be the prey of 
stronger nations, the butt of the 
world’s contempt. 

“Fascism has stepped in to 
prove that the past of so many 
woeful centuries ig a lie. Italy is 
awake, healthy, thiseting for the 
power so long denied her. She is 
strong enough and ready to main- 
tain herself against all enemies at 
home and abroad. We are com- 
mitted to a war to the death 
against liberalism and democracy 
because these two foreign impor- 
tations, badly digested, ill suited to 
our temperaments and at variance 
with our traditions, virtually have 
destroyed the moral fruits of our 
war for independence ‘risorgimen- 
to’ and have nearly succeeded in 
nullifying our victory against Aus- 
tria in 1918. 

Says IAberals Did Worst. 

“Foreign invasions and occupa- 
tions did not hurt Italy as much 
as Italian liberal Democrats did. 


Foreigners could not cruah our 
traditions, our vitality and our 
past glory. They merely post- 


poned our self realization. The 
liberals did far worse. They in- 
flicted moral prostration on the 
nation and left her in such a 
wretched condition that the roota 
of national life were seriously men- 
aced. The spirit of ‘risorgimento’ 
was crushed before it achieved its 
moral maturity. €piritual unifica- 
tion, the creation gf political mor- 
ality, preparations for independ- 
ence—all processes necessary for 
the nation’s coming of age—were 
checked.

Calls by Book Truck at Playgrounds— 
Door to Door Deliveries in Some Places.

For this is the latest household 
convenience—the public library on 
wheels bringing its service to the 


hue} 


door. To the ranks of milk men, 
ice men, etc., has been added in 
many places the pook man, and 
now householders in those parts 
mayvhave their mental food as reg- 
ularly as their groceries. 

The book man®drives a special 
truck that is viftually a sectional 
bookcase on wheels. In it he car- 
ries a selection of books which he 
has made after learning his “route” 
and the desires of the people he 
meets. If he doesn’t have a vol- 
ume wanted he takes his patron's 
order and mails the book at oncé 
or brings it to him on the next 
trip. 

The book wagon was originated 
by Miss Mary Titcomb, librarian at 
Hagerstown, Md., some years ago, 
and St. Louis was one of the first 
communities to adopt and apply the 
idea. This city maintains book 
wagons which visit each of the 
public playgrounds at regular in- 
tervals, once or more each week. 
The house-to-house delivery of 
books has not been done here, Dr. 
Bostwick, head of our public lLi- 
brary system, believing that the 
movable library is better adapted 
to rural and suburban uses and 


that permanent or even temporary 
collections of books installed in 
neighborhoods not accessible to the 
main or branch libraries are pref- 
erable. 


A survey of library service con- 
ducted by the American Library 
Association reveals that 435 per cent 
of the population of the United 
States and Canada its without ac- 
cess to libraries—the figure runa- 
ning up to 83 per cent for rural res- 
idents—librarians are turning to 
the book truck as one of the chief 
means by which the country’s store 
of books may be mobilized and 
placed within the convenience of 
all. 


The service rendered varies with 
conditions in the communities 
where the book truck travels. In 
Greenville, S. C., it goes mostly to 
workers in the cotton mills on the 
edge of the city. From Hibbing, 
Minn., a truck travels out to small 
mining towns. 

The widest use for the “motor- 
ized library,” is naturally in the 
rural districts. Logansport, Elk- 
hart and Rochester are three of 
five Indiana towns which send

This observation being in direct 
opposition to broad ecientific ex- 
perience, Hindhede explains that 
the opposite results of some ex- 
perimenters have been due to 
their experiments lasting too short 
a time. Thes# experimental per- 
sons took 39-94 days to get into 
equilibrium, but the long under- 
balance had no injurious effect. 

The success of some unscien- 
tific cures, such as fruit diet, raw 
food, hynger and thirst rests en- 
tirely on protein underfeeding. 
The accumulation of old protein 
products is probably the source of 
many harmful diseases. 

The experiments showed that 
the crude protein of bran was 
quite as efficient as that of ess. 
milk or meat. When the experi- 
menters attempted to live on ordi- 
nary white bread instead of coarse 
bread they soon became unfit for 
work. They also showed that man 
digests bran as well as the domes- 
tic animals do. Vegetable mar- 
garine, whatever it may be, seems 
to contain vitamines in sufficient 
quantity for adult man. What 
surprised them most was to see 
how small is the need of adult 
men for vitamines. Fats are not 
necessary; green vegetables can 
replace them. ‘ 

This report is one of extreme 
éxperiments that it would be un- 
geafe for any person to try except 
under the observation of a physi- 
cian.
